DUSTY BY ACTUAL COUNT. 

& Scientist Has Numbered the Dust Par¬ 
ticles In tho Very Purest Air. 

It has always been believed that there 
could be no dust in the air of midocean, 
or upon mountain peaks thousands of 
feet above the sea level where the 
snows are eternal. Bnt science has re¬ 
cently demonstrated that such is not the 
fcase. It has even gone farther tBan 
finding dust in these places. It has, 
counted, with the utmost accuracy, the 
number of particles in a cubic centi¬ 
meter. 

Dust measurements were made from 
air over the open ocean and in moun¬ 
tain regions at altitudes from 6,000 feel 
to more than 18,000 feet. On the Bles- 
hom, in Switzerland, which forms part 
of the Alpine ohain, containing the 
Rothh'om- and Weisshom, rising about 
9,000 feet above the Zermatt valley on 
the east, and some 8,000 feet from that 
of Ziani on the west, the observations 
showed that at an elevation of 6,700 
feet there were 960 dust particles in a 
cubio centimeter, which measures a lit¬ 
tle over one-third of an inch. At 8, 400 
feet’ elevation only 618 dust partiolew 
ivere found, and at 18,600 feet above 
the sea the- number diminished to 167 
per cubio centimeter. 

Over the Indian ocean the average 
number of dust particles in a cubic cen¬ 
timeter was less than 600 for seven out 
of nine days, and on five days was less 
than .400. During a thick fog in the At¬ 
lantic the air was found to contain 8,120' 
dust particles per cubic centimeter, 
while in the clear region just beyond 
the fog there were only 280 dust parti¬ 
cles in the same space. 

Probably even few men of science 
would be able to tell how these parti¬ 
cles could be counted, bnt a wonderful 
little instrument has been devised whioh 
makes the task an easy one. The dust 
counter which Mr. Fridlander employs 
contains a chamber into which air can 
be introduced saturated with water va¬ 
por. Then it is slightly and quickly cool¬ 
ed. Owing to the fall of temperature, 
condensation of vapor takes place on the 
dust nuclei, which then fall on to a mi¬ 
crometer plate at® the bottom of the 
chamber, where they are rendered easi¬ 
ly visible for counting by the water lay¬ 
er which coats them.—New York Jour¬ 
nal.

Whether this be true 
or not, the tree in question is without 
doubt an indispensable factor in the 
problem of life. .Not only does it furnish 
a sale elevation for a home, bnt gives a 
nutritions sago, or meal, from which 
bread is made, a tree 16 years old yield¬ 
ing'6 00 pounds of this meal. In addi¬ 
tion, the juice furnishes a kind of wine, 
and out of the fiber are made cord, rope, 
hammocks and a rude species of cloth. 
TMSr tree, owing to the many and vari¬ 
ous purposes it serves, was called by the 
early missionaries the “tree of life.”— 
W. Nephew King in Century.

A Preparation For Padding. 

Very many persons would like to 
know I 10 AV to pad sheets of paper so as 
to make tablets, but do not understand 
the proper composition for putting on 
tbe edges. The following recipe Is 
vouched for by competent authority: 
Glue, 4 pouuds; glycerin, 2 pounds ; 
linseed oil, oue-half pound; sugar, one- 
quarter pound; anilino dyes in suffi¬ 
cient quantity to color. The glue is 
softened by soaking it Irm little cold 
water, then dissolved, together with the 
sugar, in the glycerin by aid of heat 
over a water bath. To this tho dyes aro 
added, after which the oil is well stir¬ 
red. It is used hot. Another composi¬ 
tion of a someAvhat similar nature is pre¬ 
pared as follows: Glue, a pound ; glycer¬ 
in, 4 ounces; glucose sirup, about 2 
tabiespoonfuls; tannin, one-tenth ounce. 
Give the compositions an hour or move 
in which to dry or set before outting or 
handling the pads.
